Message from the Mayor

Midway through March, Spring still beckons, judging from the light snow flurries
this week. Nonetheless, we know that warmer weather is around the corner and look
forward to welcoming everyone back to the Acres.

Keeping our roadways well maintained is an important priority, and street lighting
plays a key role in safety for drivers, pedestrians, and the community overall. We recently
began work to identify an attractive, new street light fixture for the Town-owned
light poles at the intersections. A group of us is reviewing various fixture styles to
present to the Commissioners in April. Our plan is install the top “finalists” at one of the
main intersections so that residents can weigh in as well. Many thanks to Commissioner
Dick Thompson, Lyndie Hertrich of the Environmental Review Committee, and Manager
Tom Roth for assisting me in this effort.

The County’s court-mandated property reassessment project is well underway.
Every property in the County is being visited and assigned a new assessment value as of
July 1, 2023 that that will be used in setting County and Town taxes in 2024. Each
jurisdiction will set a new tax rate within State-prescribed limits on the amount by which
overall taxes can be raised. Latest information from the County is that Tyler Technologies
contractors who are performing the door-to-door visits will be in the Acres after August,
2023. Visits are conducted from the outside only.

Last March, we thanked Senator Tom Carper for securing $3.8 million to dredge
a portion of the Lewes-Rehoboth Canal. This month, in a meeting with DNREC and
Army Corps of Engineers officials, we learned that $8.5 million in additional funding is
now available to dredge the full 10-mile length of the Canal to an 8-foot depth. Phase 1 of
the work in Lewes has begun, with work on the rest of the Canal likely a year away. The
open field across from the Marina that backs up to Holland Glade Road is under review
as a disposal site for the Phase 2 work. As this is State-owned land, approval from the
Secretary of Natural Resources (DNREC) will be required to use it. We remain optimistic
that this important work will be done to improve navigability for our residents and all
boaters on the Canal.

Tick and Mosquito Spraying

If you have a continuing tick problem, you may consider having your property sprayed for ticks and mosquitos.
